In Belgium Plunge 


PARIS, Dec. 21.—(AP)—The unchecked German winter 
offensive rolled 32° miles through Belgium and slashed a 
vital Allied highway 18 miles south of the Belgian fortress of 
Liege in what was described today as the greatest battle 
involving American or British troops in this war. 


A second and equally menacing, 


drive swung southwestward and 
rumbled three-fourths of the way 
across the tiny duchy of Luxem- 
bourg to a point 48 miles from 
Sedan at the French frontier. 
Vanguards. were 10 miles from the 
Belgian road center of Bastogne. 

Only on the flanks in Luxem- 
bourg on the south and in the Mal- 
medy-Stavelot sector on the north 
had the German advance been 
halted. One -enemy armored 
spearhead, the bulk of a panzer 
division, was being ground to bits 
in a trap of steel near Stavelot. 

A ray of light in the gloomy A\l- 
lied outlook was the revelation 
that Russia has assured the Allies 
that a powerful Red army winter 
offensive is coming up. 

When it comes, informed sources 
said tonight, it will disclose a new 
alignment of Red army forces, 
spearheaded toward the heart of 
Germany. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF MOVE

Krug reported “very favorable 
progress” in meeting the critical 
military programs including big 
guns and shells and heavy trucks 
and .tires, but reported these new 
developments on the production 
front: 

1. Tire producers have been 
asked to report by January 2 how 
much each can absorb of a de- 
sired military tire increase of six 
million tires a year. What the in- 
dustry cannot handle, Krug said, 
will be thrown into a new plant 
—or more than one plant—to be 
j built for the purpose. 

2. New plant facilities apparent- 
ly will heve to be built to make 
high-tenacity rayon cord and car- 
bon black, as part of the tire ex- 
pansion, 

3. A “rather drastic order” will 
be issued in the ‘.ext few days, 
requiring cotton yarn producers 
to deliver their output to manu- 
facturers of cotton duck for tents, 
This in turn may affect adversely 
those tire-emakers who are using 
cotton cord. 

Five of WPB’s top officials will 
leave for Europe shortly, the 
chairman announced, to survey 
military needs.

The wonder is he isn’t 
even better than he is, but he is good enough. Any soldier who 
has faced him knows that. He is good enough. i 


From almost the instant he is able to focus his eyes, they see 
uniforms. From the time his ears are able to sift out sounds and 
send them to his brain, he knows the sound of marching feet, the 
harsh sound of commands. , 


From the time he is able to put two and two together in his 
mind he knows discipline, and obedience comes natural to him. 
He has no dream higher than that of being a soldier and serving 
his country as a soldier. 


There is, in his country, a military cult. For centuries it has 
studied war and the tactics and strategy of war. For years its 
government, whether that of a Kaiser or a Fuehrer, has given to 
the military cult all the financial,assistance it asked. There is no 
question about it, no arguing, no opposition party to protest or de- 
mand. There is no congress to investigate expenditures, no com- 
mittees to pry and ask embarrassing questions. There are no new 
papers to send out inquiring reporters to ask this and that and 
write critical queries. . : 


: So, riding along, looking out at the cold, raw day, 
Mortar Fire one thought about the break-through. It flamed 
and burned along a front of 50 miles and in three days the American 
ogee lost ground that had required a month of bloody fighting 
to take. 

You could not help but think of the mortar fire and the 88-mm. 
cannon. No one ever gets used to artillery fire and even less does 
one come to accept mortar fire.

That was all. But an old soldier would know that now and 
then the rumor would sweep any front that a German had been 
captured who admitted inventing the 88. 

The mortar fire is terrible. It comes arching down from above. 
It is a seeker. It goes feeling with its blind, lethal fingers into 
small ravines. 
where shells cannot go. It has a long arm and can reach in caves 
and dugouts and holes where a shell will not go. It falls as the 
gentle rain from heaven but explodes with the blind, insensate fury 
of a ent from hell. It seems to feel around, to seek, to 
hunt, to reach, to grab, to snatch, to jerk, to clutch, to smash, to 


devour. 

And Tanks There are many stories about tanks. The new 
man, fresh from the replacement camp, keyed to 

great heights by the wine of battle, has been known to charge up 

under a tank with grenade or rifle and be crushed by its ponderous, 

inexorable weight as the Indian disciples of Juggernaut were wont 

to throw themselves beneath its huge. stone weight. 

The Germans came in with a new one. Against it we had only 
two effective weapons, a new antitank gun of which we do not 
have many in production, and the rocket-firing planes. 

There is no copyright on brains and through the years Germany 
We keep forgetting that we 
are the only nation that has tried to keep a civilian economy going 
along with the war. We not only have tried it, we have done it. 
We have produced great quantities of civilian goods, even luxury 
goods, $0 that our civilian buying has gone right on. Our auto- 
mobiles run, our trains and buses carry civilians. 

And we have done a job of war production. 

So, looking at the old battlefields along the voad, where the 
Civil War was fought in blood and courage, there was nothing to 
think of but the break-through, the artillery, the tanks, the mortars, 
and the good, fine men fighting. 

It was like a great weight. It dulled the mind and brought on 
a feeling of deepest despondency, There was nothing to do but 
think about it.

~ Slaves Are Too Dull 
Or Too Lazy to Think 


It is the apathy of mentalities too lazy or 
too dull to think for themselves which consti- 
tutes the food on which Fascism feeds and grows 


strong. 

It is when men en masse say to self-appointed leaders, “Tell us 
what to do, we are too confused and too tired to decide our course 
for ourselves,” that dictators seize power. 

The difference between the human robot, the slave, of a Fascist 
regime, and the free citizen of a free country, is the difference be- 
tween a creature obsessed with his own inferiority and a man, 
made in the image of God, who will fight for the right to determine 
his own fate, for good or for ill. 


| -. In time of emergency the free citizens of 
Retreat, To Gain a free country may ‘voluntarily surrender 
some vof their liberty in order to achieve a goa] which will bring 
to them greater liberty than before. 
Thus, the soldier of a free country surrenders that part of his 


‘individual liberty necessary to make him amenable to military disci- 


line and thus a better soldier and a more effective fighting man. 
But, in making that surrender, he retains the basic capacity of indi- 
vidual initiative, and it is this quality that makes. him, in final 
analysis, a better soldier than the driven robots of a totalitarian 
army. 

In time of war the entire nation gives to its chosen leadership 
certain powers, necessary for the successful prosecution of the war, 
but which would be unthinkable surrenders in normal times of peace. 

Always, in a free country, those recessions from individual lib- 
erty are freely and willingly made by the people, only that victory 
may be won and, with that winning, the liberties surrendered may 
be regained. Woe to anyone who tries to withhold those liberties 
after the emergency has passed. 


. : There is, too, the fight of free men for 
Economic Liberty .conomic liberty, a fight which has been 
waged for generations and which is yet far from the winning. 

It used to be a universal rule that the man who worked for 
wage or salary, with no other resources for his livelihaod, became 
an economic slave to those who thus purchased his services. When 
a man is unable to leave his employment because, if he did so, he 
and his dependents would starve, he is no longer a free man. He 
is economically bound to those who pay his daily wage. 

It was to lift those economic shackles of the exploited wage 
slave that the system of the union, of organized labor, came into 
being. It was argued, correctly, that whereas one worker alone is 
powerless to better his condition and to lift the economic shackles, 
workers united could demand and win justice and fair treatment. 

However, in thus uniting, in many instances the workers have 
swung too far and today, instead of slaves to industrial or business 
management, we see the individual workers still bound, but now 
as slaves‘to the wheels of labor organizations which have become 
powerful juggernauts crushing out the individual freedom of work- 
ers who do not submit to union domination. 


s 
The individual worker may have loosed, 

The New Slavery in some degree, the shackles that were 
formed by his pay envelope, but he is just as truly deprived of 
personal freedom when he has to submit to union dictation as to 
where and when and under what conditions of union membership 
and union tribute he shall work. | 
There is a basic difference between an organization of free 
workers voluntarily uniting in demands of decent living wages and 


‘ fair working conditions, and in a union made of enforced member- 


ship of men who, many of them, hold their union cards only be- 
cause of the whip of unemployment and of hunger that the union 
holds over them, 

They are just as truly economic slaves as are the wage slaves 
of unsavory memory. And a man’s children become his unwilling 
hostages to the all-powerful union boss, just as they once were the 
hostages to a starvation-wage employer. 

Men have surrendered their God-given right to individual liberty 
in many ways. But men are, fundamentally, free creatures and 
the spirit. of liberty cannot be forever smothered. 

Neither as robot slaves to a Fascist state, as industrial slaves 
to a wage envelope or as member slaves of a high-handed labor 
union, will men be forever content. 

There is always at work the ferment of man’s love of freedom 
and out of that ferment will emerge the pure wine of true liberty, 
or the explosion of revolution that is inevitable when the ferment- 
ing wine is too tightly confined.

Prosperity 
Contagious 


You hear a great deal of talk 
about winning the peace, but no- 
body bothers to explain what it 
means. Perhaps nobody knows. 

But it should be apparent to 
everybody that we are even now 
actively or passively engaged in 
dosing the peace. 

Every liberated land in Europe 
is in turmoil. Everywhere there 
is hunger and suffering and disre- 
gard for law, and the Big Three 
or Big Four have no common plan 
or policy to mend matters. 

Statesmen of the United Nations 
could not agree on plans for a 
world peace organization, nor 
could they agree on plans for post- 
war air traffic. 

We in America are not agreed 
concerning another matter which 
is vital to the winning of the 
peace. 

The question is what we shall do 
about England. The question 
means: “Shall we be sensibly self- 
ish and save England for our fu- 
ture security, or shall we be fool- 
ishly selfish and let England go 
down for the sake of immediate 
profits—fo? a few?” 

Everybody blessed with a little 
understanding and imagination 
knows how tragic our situation 
would be now if Russia or Eng- 
land had been conquered by the 
Germans. This time, as last, Eng- 
land served as our outer rampart, 
holding back the enemy until we 
could get ready. We need both 
Russia and England to win the 
war, and we shall need them as 
much to keep it won. 

Russia needs nothing but a con- 
tinuation of our friendship, based 
upon mutually profitable com- 
merce, 

But England is bankrupt and 
almost hopelessly crippled. One- 
third of her homes are rubble. 
Once banker to the world, living 
on foreign investments, she is now 
deeply in debt: her resources sold: 
her people taxed to the bone. 

She must live on credit for 
years, and rebuild her markets and 
foreign services, for she cannot ex- 
ist on any other basis. 

The question is not whether we 
shall give her handouts and chari- 
ties, or do anything for her that 
is not in conformity with our own 
interest, but, whether we shall give 
her a chance. 

We have the power to monop- 


/lolize sea transport and air traffic 


and virtually control world mar- 
kets and resources, if we use our 
advantage to the utmost. But it 
would be a short-sighted policy. 

We need a rebuilt England, as 
we need a prosperous and friendly 
world: and any profit made by 
keeping England poor and weak 
would eventually cost us much 
more than the gain.

WASHINGTON.—The senate performed a very 

useful public service when it let in the light on 

si President Roosevelt’s appointments to the State 

Department undersecretariat—the men below who help to shape policy 

by day-by-day supervision and decisions, and who are not the mere 
puppets that some administration leaders advertised them to be. 


Though the minority which was 
sincerely sceptical of the caliber of 
some of the nominations lost their 
fight when the New Deal leaders 
of the revolt buckled under at the 


cracking of the presidential whip, 
the fight was well worth while. 


Like a thunderstorm—and it 
was that—it cleared the at- 
mosphere. 

The thunder, too, was accom- 
- panied with some effective flashes 
of lightning which made enough 
illumination to let the people in on 
some of the issues that will be in- 


volved in the making of a peace 
that will more properly protect 
their interests, their welfare and 
their lives than that which follow- 
ed the first World War. 

Those who watched the fight 
could see that the senate became 
the outlet for some of the doubts 
which plague the people as they 
look forward to the peace, in spite 
of the contradictory motives that 
operated in various factions in the 
senate, not directly related to the 
main issue. , i 

Some events in Europe which oc- 
curred before or during the debate 
caused the senate to take cogni- 
zgance of the semblance of the re- 
vival of power politics in Europe, 
with Great Britain and Russia in 
the main roles, and to broadcast a 
warning to the people to watch for 
anything like this and protest 
against it. The British military 
operations in Greece and Prime 
Minister Churchill’s diplomatic 
operations in Italy took place 
ahead .of the:.Foreign. Relations; 
Committee’s investigation of. the 
nominations, while the Polish 
agreement broke full upon the sen- 
ate while it was considering the 
nominations formally. : 

In casting such a sharp eye on 
the appointments the senate was 
well within its constitutional rights, 
though it has not always been so 
alert. It has a share in the con- 
duct of foreign affairs togefher 
with the President, though largely 
_ in the’ negative sense. It can only 
veto, not initiate. It was not con- 


sulted about these appointments. 


But it was wise to exercise its 
power to ask some questions about 
them. 

As a result, the public has, in 
effect, been put on notice to watch 
these men. The President is con- 
scious of this. For even though 
the New Dealers who participated 
and led the revolt gave up their 
filibuster when the President inter- 
vened, they did get a commitment 
from him, for the record, that if 
these men did not carry out his 
policies he would get rid of them, 

It was a good thing, too, to 
parade these men before the pub- 
lic, try to take them apart and 
show how they ticked. It was good 
to take a look at the dollar halo 
which some of them wore. It has 
always been thought, for example, 
that Charles Evans Hughes was a 
better chief justice for the hazing 
he got in the senate, in the hearing 
of the public. 

It's always a good thing, too, to 
bring the State Department down 
to the level of ordinary mortals. 
It is such a sacred sort of place to 
so many of those who are its satel- 
lites. They take themselves very 
seriously. And they hate for any- 
body to question those diplomatic 
operations that are so often a 
mystery to the public, and which 
are kept that way purposely. 
There’s lots of mumbo jumbo about 
diplomacy, though there shouldn’t 
be. The State Department talks in 
obtuse language, and puts much 
stock in the bow from the waist. 

Much emphasis was made dur- 
ing debate that these men are not 
so important, that President Roose- 
velt will make foreign policy. The 
President will ‘be the master tech- 
nician of policy, but-in doing this 
he has to call upon these men for 
advice on matters which they have 
handled. He can’t know every- 
thing. 

One factor that was given little 
attention, too, is that these men, 
as assistants, will have more pow- 
er than those who held such offices 
previously, because in reorganiza- 
tion of the department the lines of 
authority and responsibility will 
be more clearly drawn, and not he 
so loose as under Secretary Hull, 
who was no great shakes as an ad- 
ministrator.

NEW YORK—Although the 
funny business occurred last April 
in Chicago, it still may be news to 
you that the mob who run the 
International Union of Operating 
Engineers of the AFL did very 
well for themselves and neatly 
waltzed around if they did not 
crash right through the govern- 
ment’s verboten on wage and sal- 
ary increases which limits the 
earnings of that pathetic object in 
more or less human form whom 
the bleeding hearts fondly refer to 
as the common man, 

This is the outfit of which Joe 
Fay is vice president, he being also 
an hoodlum and racketeer of the 
Frank Hague satrapy of the New 
Deal and at present under indict- 
ment in New York charged with 
a shakedown of $703,000 on the 
Delaware aqueduct job. He has 
been indicted before, to be sure, 
but this time he may wind up in 
Sing Sing after all these years. 
The mob got together at the big 
Stevens hotel in Chicago which, by 
interesting coincidence, was knock- 
ed down by the government to a 
big Chicago construction contrac- 
tor and politician who had a piece 
of the aqueduct job and happens 
to be very friendly with the 
union’s president, William E. Ma- 
loney. 

Maloney is a very frugal fellow, 
indeed, for, on a salary of $8,000 a 
year from the union, or racket, he 
has managed to save enough to 
buy a great farm in Illinois and a 
winter home in Miami Beach, Fla., 
for which he paid $22,500. and 
maintain a stable of racing steeds 
and ship them around the country 
for the horse meets. 

Fay, too, for that matter, has 
done very well on even less salary 
for he has two homes in the north 
and one in Sarasota, Fla., and is 
quite a clubman in both New York 
and Newark. However, he is also 
a contractor, leasing heavy equip- 
ment to construction contractors 
on jobs on which his union sub- 
jects are employed and, moreover, 
he is a Hague politician of the 
hoodlum bran¢h of the New Deal 
party, which is no amateur ac- 
tivity. 

Well, they had a big time in 
Chicago. Ed Kelly, the mayor, ad- 
dressed the gang one day and Wil- 
liam Green, the president of the 
AFL also showed up and sounded 
off with that set-piece of his to the 
effect that “‘American workers will 
stand together, come what may, 
through thick and thin, unflinch- 
ingly, until victory is won over 
the foul forces of oppression.” 

There were two propositions be- 
fore the convention which made an 
interesting contrast. 

One provided that the general 
executive board, meaning Ma- 
loney, Fay and the rest of the 
tight little corporation of bosses, 
could vote themselves perpetual 
pensions in’ case they should slip 
politically and be heaved out. The 
pensions are to be irrevocable and 
there is no limit on the amount. 

One fellow named Stoner, who 
seems to have been a working stiff, 
had the nerve to say that the high- 
rollers of the ruling mob ought to 
struggle along like the rank and 
file On the. regular Federal Social 
Security after the age of §5. 

“We are giving the general exe- 
cutive board a great deal of lee- 
way when we say that they may 
establish pensions for those that 
they déem worthy,” he said, but 
Brother Thomas F, McGraw, of Al- 
bany, N. Y., and a leading mem- 
ber of the O’Connell branch of 
the party of humanity, got up and 
said he believed in pensions for 
the big shots in addition to their 
social security. Brother McGraw 
was fined $10,000 in the federal 
court a couple of years back for 
shaking down working stiffs for 
job-fees on a big war construction 
project at Voorheesville so he 
knows something about the occu- 
pational. hazards and embarrass- 


of labor’s:gains as in the present 
charges against Brother Fay. 

Brother Fay also spoke a piece, 
but he might have been plastered 
at the time because his remarks, 
as stated in the record don’t make 
much sense. He said he hoped the 
thing would go through because “I 
feel that the integrity and hon: 
esty and sincerity has been well 
performed and should be to the 
satisfaction of every delegate 
here.” ‘ 

Maybe you can figure that out. 
Anyway, the pension thing went 
sailing through and now the boys 
can -get together any time and 
vote themselves, say $20,000 a year 
or whatever the treasury will 
stand, in sincere appreciation of 
their own services to the working 
man, 

Well, then they came to a propo- 
sition which would have raised the 
maximum death insurance to the 
widow of a stiff in good standing 
for ten years from $250 as at pres- 
ent, to $500 and hiked the benefits 
for members of inferior classes to 
$75 and $200 respectively, 

At that, however, the opposition 

went to work. The resolution 
frankly said the money in the 
death benefit fund had “increased 
enormously” but nevertheless, the 
general secretary and others spoke 
in great alarm about quick de- 
pletion of the kitty if this increase 
went through and the tragedy of 
widows who then would get no in- 
surance at all. So this one was 
licked and the maximum remains 
at $250, even for a ten-year man. 
' But don’t let it run up your

national survey of smoking habits 
reveals these pertinent facts: 
More than half of the adult 
civilian population of this country, 
52 per cent, smoke tobacco, mostly

cigarettes, while 48 ae} cent do 
not. The figures exclude men in 
the armed forces. The ratio of 
smokers would be considerably in- 
creased with the latter included— 
to say nothing of youngsters prac- 
ticing surreptitiously on stogie 
butts out behind the barn. 

There is still a big potential 
market for cigarettes among Amer- 
ican women. Nearly two-thirds of 
all adult women interviewed in the 
survey do not smoke at all. Among

Field Marshal Karl Gerd Von Ran- 
stedt,, who won his baton for his 
breakthrough at Sedan in 1940, 
continues to exert formidable pres- 
sure against Gen. Hodges’ First 
United States Army, and the .he- 
roes of half a dozen campaigns 
and pitched battles from Africa to 
Italy, Normandy and the Siegfried 
line are fighting back with grim 
desperation against new columns 
of armored motorized troops and 
paratroopers, 

The Luftwaffe, despite its 
losses, is still in the air as an 
umbrella to guard the ground 
troops from our low-level bomb- 
ing and strafing. 

Military observers are hartened 
with the thought, however, that 
Von Runstedt has now revealed 
the whereabouts of his reserves 
and has committed them in a gam- 
bler’s throw, and we can await 
confidently on our side until the 
cryptic Lt. Gen, Omar Bradley 
chooses to reveal his power-packed 
counter-blitz, Von Runstedt is at- 
tacking in strength, but Gen. Eis- 
enhower and Gen, Bradley have 


in spite of our advance informa: 
tion to the enemy of our shortage 
of shells. 

Von Runstedt’s present spectacu- 
lar operation may be paving the 
way for disaster to German arms. 
He faces a different situation from 
that at Sedan in 1940 when the 
British and French were anything 
but a working team and the vast 
American armies weren't in the 
picture, 

There is a measure of agreement 
here that Von Runstedt’s effort 
represents an attempt to back up 
Goebbel’s propaganda play stress- 
ing the political disunity among 
the Allies, 

December has customarily been 
the season' for Nazi peace propa- 
ganda offensives, taking advan- 
tage of the Christmas spirit, and 
there Was an attempt immediately 
before Von Runstedt launched his 
present offensive on the part of 
the German women in occupied 
Germany to make goodwill ges- 
tures to our troops. Gen, Eisen- 
hower had to warn the troops 
against accepting these at their 
face value. The result is that we 
may be witnessing the climax of 
the war instead of watching a 
long-drawn-out campaign. 

But while we are ‘awaiting the 
result with confidence, a study of 
the situation on the ground where 
our men are fighting, dying and 
being wounded or taken prisoner, 


} reveals perils to our side requir- 


ing ingenuity and determination 
and the characteristic American 
knack for improvisation to over- 
come them, 

The first is that Gen. Peter 
Quesada’s Thunderbolts, on which 
we rely for stopping the German 
armored drive, may .be unable to 
pack their full punch because of 
increasingly difficult weather con-

The Ger- 
mans are using two tactics which 
this war already has made classi- 
cal—Von Runstedt’s own tactic of 
the Sedan breakthrough in 1940, 
and the Battle-of-Britain tactic 
which the RAF pilots used the 
same year to defeat the Luftwaffe. 
This latter is ‘the system of send- 
ing up pilots two or three times 
daily, thus doubling and ies 
the ostensible size of the new Luft 
waffe. However, the new Lutft- 
waffe is operating only as an aerial 
umbrella attempting to keep off 
the deadly British rocket-firing 
Typhoons assisting in the battle 
and Gen. Quesada’s bombing and 
rocket-firing Thunderbolts. 
Instead of bomber fleets blast- 
ing ahead of their advance col- 
umns, the Germans are now using 
a secret weapon, V-1s, V-2s, “Silver 
Balls” and various other devices 
for upsetting our communications. 
But their effects are way behind 
the effects of manpowered bomb: 
ing, and the Allied superiority in 
the air must rebalance the opera- 
tions once conditions permit its 
full use, The outcome is conse- 
quently awaited confidently here.

Not only did they run away 
with team honors, but the Cardi- 
nals won most of the individual 
honors, too. Three of the league's 
leading infielders were Cardinals 
and they also had the circuit's best 
fielding outfielder.

Infield fielding laurels were 
won by Ray Sanders at first base 
with an average of .994, Martin 
Marion, the league’s most valuable

Dixie Urged 
To Speed Up 
Tires, Duck 


By STERLING SLAPPEY 


Gen. Eisenhower has made an 
emergency call on the home front 
to bulwark and revive production 
in three critical categories—ammu- 
nition, tires and cotton duck 
cloth. 

Brig. Gen. Raymond F. Fowler, 
army service “forces regional rep- 
resentative for production urgen- 
cy and manpower priorities, yes- 
terday disclosed hitherto unreveal- 
ed figures on the enormous con- 
sumption of war material, stress- 
ing the need for more and more 
production at this time. 

Pointing out that the figures on 
war consumption came direct from 
both Gen. Eisenhower and Gen. 
MacArthur, Gen, Fowler revealed 
that the armies on the European 
fronts will be check-reined unless 
acute shortages in those three cat- 
egories are immediately replaced 
by production. 


LONGER WAR FEARED 

Unless production is speeded to 
alleviate shortages of those three 
necessities, the prosecution of the 
war will be impaired and length- 
ened, Gen. Fowler said as he 
passed on to war workers of the 
southeast demands by America’s 
two leading overseas commanders. 

Shortages of heavy artillery and 
mortar ammunition is already crit- 
ical. During the next six months 
a staggering increase of 65 per cent 
must be achigved over present out- 
put of 60 and 81l-millimeter mor- 
tar shells and 105-millimeter ar- 
tillery’ rounds. 


MORTAR AMMUNITION 

Using the bloody and costly cap- 
ture of Aachen as an example of 
artillery ammunition consumption, 
Gen. Eisenhower 
rounds of 105-millimeter ammuni- 
tion alone were required before 
American Doughboys swept into 
the city. Hundreds of thousands 
of rounds of all other sizes of am- 
munition were expended besides 
105-millimeter rounds. 

Every average day of combat in 
France, Belgium and Germany re- 
quires 25 per cent more mortar 
ammunition than was fired in any 
moh nig during the African cam- 
pa 


gn. 
The Allied forces on the Euro- 
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nounced. He told a state com- 
mittee that the officers — aid 
in getting experienced em- 
ployes discharged from military 
service and in obtaining defer- 
ments for valuable workers.
